MORE ON UNIDENTIFIED REPRINTS 

Two of our readers have kindly provided information 
concerning the spiral bound navy blue Gilbert reprint on 
United States half cents. Robert Schonwalter writes: 

"I bought my copy in the early fifties fromPaul Seitz of 
Glen Rock, Pa. I was told, I think by Richard Picker 
but this was thirty ye ars ago and I'm not sure, that Seitz 
was the son-in-law of Thomas Elder. I think that he had 
a stock of unbound copies of the Gilbert book without 
plates. These were available in the forties and I used 
one for years. He also had the negatives of the Gilbert 
plates from which he had positive plates printed and had 
both bound in the blue spiral binders. " 

Bob Yuell also provided similar information and he 
also advanced a possible reason for the Seitz issue in 
the early 1950's: "My guess is that these were printed 
up in response to the intended publication of a book on 
U.S. l/2£ by Walter Breen in 1953-54. The Breen book 
did not materialize at that time. " Additionally, Mr. 
Yuell noted that Roger Cohen provided information on 
the origins of this reprint in his own work on half cents. 


On buying a copy in 1976 represented as an original, he 
goes on to state: "I am since older & wiser." 

Through the years we have noticed that the appear¬ 
ance of the plates in "original"Gilberts differs greatly. 
Some have a matte finish, some are semi-glossy, and 
some are sepia-toned. Our guess is that, while the text 
was printed in quantity, the plates were prepared in 
small batches over the years as needed. Additional in¬ 
formation on other unidentified reprints is welcomed.
